(L.S.) THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Grantham quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the 
Trunk Line highway. 

7. To see if the town will vote to buy one iron 
bridge, and raise and appropriate money for same.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Board of Education 
Grantham 

Noe 

Gentlemen: 

You reaalize that a formal written report on the 
schools of Grantham by the superintendent to the 
Board of Education is in reality an open letter to the 
citizens of the town as you are well aware of the facts 
related to the system but as this report is one of the 
few channels which the public may secure information, 
it seems best to follow the usual custom of publication. 

STATE AID 

This year we received about $800.00 aid from the 
State and may expect the same amount next year. 
Grantham failed to raise a $5.00 tax on each $1,000.00 
of the equalized valuation, raising the tax on the 
inventory instead. The difference between what we did 
raise and what we should have raised must be paid 
over to the State this year or appropriated at the 
March meeting. This error was made for the reason 
that our meeting was held last year previous to the 
time of amendment of the 1919 school law. Our in- 
tent was good but we could not foresee what the legis- 
lature would do and therefore acted on the procedure 
of last year. The matter is trivial, however, and can 
easily be remedied. 

REPAIRS 

The building in the village needs interior repairs 
and the black boards repainted or new boards installed. 
The ceiling is fast going to pieces. One section has 
already fallen in the lower primary room and another 
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section has started to pull away from the lathes from 
the upper grade room. Repair work now will save the 
town money later on, I believe. 


The school at the North End is sadly in need of — 
more board space as well as interior repairs on walls 
and ceilings. At least a prime coat of paint should be 
applied to the addition built several years ago, for°the 
sake of economy if nothing else. 


You are aware of the fire at the village school. 
There is extreme danger of another fire unless the 
stove pipe running through the partition is repaired at 
an early .date. 


I trust you will not receive this report as a series 
of complaints for it is not intended as such but simply 
to bring before you in writing a few defects which, if 
remedied, will, I believe, save the town money later 
on and at the same time provide for more efficient 


instruction. ' 
SCHOOL WORK 


The general accomplishments this year have been 
very good, far above the average, I believe, and we 
should endeavor to retain the services of our teachers 
as long as possible. The teacher situation is still acute 
as far as good teachers are concerned yet the market 
is well supplied with applicants of little experience. I 
have made 30 teacher visits thus far and expect to 
make 15 more before the year closes. 

_ Please accept my thanks for the interest and sup- 
port you have given during the year in making the 
szhools of Grantham efficient and profitable.
